Each year fires in Canada result 
in the loss of hundreds of lives, as 
well as millions of dollars in prop- 
erty value and disruption of eco- 
nomic activities, Mr. Lapointe 
stated, and it is the purpose of the 
stamp, he continued, to invoke ac- 
tive interest on the part of the pub- 
lic in the elimination of fire haz- 
ards. 











Engraving and printing will be 
in the hands of the Canadian Bank 
Note Co. Ottawa. Each pane will 
have 100 subjects. 
All patrons who desire to have 
First Day Covers bearing the new 
stamp, specially cancelled on the 
day of issue, are required to for- 
ward self-addressed envelopes to 
the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ont., 
Canada, aot to the Philatelic Sec- 
tion, to arrive not later than Oc- 
tober 7. 
All must contain “fillers” and 
must be sealed or have the flap 
turned in. To avoid errors the 
patron should mark on the cover, 
upper right hand corner, the quan- 
tity of stamps to be affixed to each. 
Do not fold envelopes when for- 
warding through the mails, En- 
close all in an outside wrapper 
marked ‘First Day of Issue’’. Re- 
turn will be by ordinary mail un- 
less it is specifically requested that 
they be returned by registered 
mail. 
Covers to be returned by regis- 
tered mail must include an addi- 
ge 20c registration prepayment 
ee. . 
Orders for first day cover serv- 
ice must not include orders for 
mint or unused stamps.

But enough 
of it percolates through, especially 
when denials are issued, to alert 
the American philatelic public and 
to deny catalogue listing of non- 
bona-fide items.”

Baroody, Summoned By Death 


A chapter in Middle East philately was closed last July 23 with 
the passing of a pioneer collector and dealer in this part of the world, 
Benjamin T. Baroody, of Beirut, Lebanon.

latter’s brother, perhaps the first 
association of that nature in 
Sana’a, Yemen’s - capital, which 
existed from 1931 until! about 1935. 

The brother, now Doctor Moham- 
med Kamil Abdul Wassy, Vice-Di- 
rector of the Saudi government 
general hospital in Jeddah, was 
then leaving Yemen to pursue his 
medicai studies in Italy, and had 
turned over his philatelic interests 
to his elder brother. 

The writer was busy trying to 
graduate from California’s state 
university at Los Angeles 
(U.C.L.A.), and Benjamin T. Ba- 
roody stepped in to fill the gap in 
keeping a constant flow of Yemen’s 
elusive postal paper into the stocks 
and albums of the worldwide phil- 
atelic community. 

Today Baroody’s firm holds the 
largest stock in the world of these 
issues, and when the writer ap- 
proached him in 1954 to determine 
the differences, including date of 
issue, between Yemen No. 44 and 
44a (then listed as only one varie- 
ty), and asked: “Have you enough 
cancelled copies to permit me to 
make an accurate date study?”’ 
the dean of Arab~state philately 
answered: “How are your eyes? 
Do you see those wooden boxes or 
drawers in that cabinet? You will 
find approximately 5000 used copies 
of the stamp in question, in bun- 
dies of 100, in those boxes.” 

The proof was there, and on Mr. 
Baroody’s recommendation, Scott 
completely revised their listing of 
the 4 bogash provisional surcharges 
of Yemen, dividing them correctly 
into the earlier ‘‘a’’ and later ‘‘b’”’ 
type surcharges and completely 
eliminating a batch of bogus ‘‘b’”’ 
surcharges from the 1931 German- 
printed set (which had only re- 
ceived ‘‘a’’ overprints legitimately, 
at an early date). 

This: job would never have been 
possible had it not been for Ben- 
jamin T. Baroody’s vast stock and 
keen philatelic knowledge. 

Another contribution he made to 





application differed from the orig- 
inal in many respects. 

Full sheet photos made at the 
time were turned over to the writ- 
er for study and will eventually be 
used with other Baroody findings 
for a full-length article on this sub- 
ject, which will now be in the na- 
ture of a memeorial to the world’s 
second great Yemen authority. 

What is the background of an 
Arab stamp dealer and philatelist 
of this caliber? 

Benjamin Tannous Baroody was 
born in Ain el-Remmane, a tiny 
mountain village overlooking Bei- 
rut, in 1891. He was the son of a 
small landholder Tannous (An- 
thony) Baroody, who had become 
an early member of Lebanon’s 
first Protestant community, the 
National Evangelical Church, un- 
der the influence of the American 
Presbyterian mission to Lebanon, 
which dated back to the 1850’s 

After finishing Souk al-Gharb 
high school in 1907, young Baroody 
moved down from the autonomous 
Christian sanjak of Mount Lebanon 
(a self-governing enciave which the 
great powers had forced the Ot- 
toman empire to constitute in 1861 
on the heels of a fratricidal religi- 
ous civil war largely provoked by 
outside interests and Turkish local 
satraps),; to the Turkish-adminis- 
tered vilayet or pashalik of Béirut. 

Here he went through the Ameri- 
can University of Beirut, then the 
“Syrian Protestant College’, re- 
ceiving his A.B. degree in 1911, and 
engaging in part time teaching in 
the commerce department as he 
endeavored, with his brother, Dr. 
Anis Baroody, Ph. D., to set up an 
import-export business. 

He also became interested in 
stamp collecting at A.U.B. and 
started a Middle East and British 
Colonies collection which he main- 
tained on a current basis until a 
few years ago. He was an A.P.S.

Yemenite philatelic research was 
the detection, in his office, ai 
dangerous counterfeits of the orig- | 
inal 1926 ‘‘Jambiya’’ issue, involv- | 
ing all three varieties, Nos. 1, 2, 
3, and a bogus fourth variety, the | 
high value with a spurious orange 
wash.. This was accomplished 
through his habit of purchasing the 
searce first issue only in complete 
sheets of 20, never in blocks or 
singles, for unused copies. 

By comparing his full sheet 
stock, some of it having been pur- | 
chased over 20 years ago, with, 
recent arrivals, he was able to} 
bear out Brigadier Grylls’ conten- 
tions regarding constant varieties 
and to accurately plate all 20 of 
both the low and high value, as 
having been printed from 20 in- 
dividual cliches locked together in 
a frame and printed letterpress 
style. 

He rejected recent arrivals by 
noting that the sheets were made 
by 20 separate impressions of a 
single counterfeit cliche and the

Tnis set.is now on the presses 
of De La Rue & Co. The two top 
values will be of larger size than 
the rest of the set. 

Pakistan’s current high values, 
Scott Nos. 41-43, ‘n mint condition 
are now flooding the London and 
New York markets and are selling 
below face value. The reason is 
that some Pakistani businessmen, 
unable to obtain foreign currency 
needed for _ purchases’ abroad 
through official means, have re- 
sprted to shipping out high Rupee 
values in lieu of cash. 

Inasmuch as Pakistan does not 
rate as a popoular country, with 
the world’s stamp collectors, it 
does not take much dumping to 
depress the market. These issues 
are therefore hardly suited for the 
investment-minded. 

The biggest surprise is that these 
lots included a supply of Gibbons 
No. 42a, perforated 14 x 1344, which 
had hitherto been considered quite 
a rarity (Gibbons catalogue price 
$84!) but which now turns out 
be little better than the ordinary 
stamp. 

One eontributor every English 
stamp journal simply has got to 
have is a good tipster. Amongst the 
most prominent are “‘W.E. Fyn- 
dem” of Stamp Collecting, and 
‘‘Philatelia’’ in the Philatelic Maga- 
zine. Many of their market tips are 
sound, but it must be remembered 
that each writer must come up 
with some “‘hot ones’’for each issue 








regardless whether they’ve réally 
got something or not. Hence some 
of this advice should be taken with 
a grain of salt. 

Amongst the British Colonials re- 
commended by ‘Philatelia’ re- 
cently for an early rise in value 
are: Barbados Scott #227 used; 
Barbados 230-3 mint or used; 
Straits Settlements 246 and 248 
mint, and the brownish-gray and 
black shade of 249, the latter a 
stamp in the $5’range. 


“Fyndem”’ likes Great Britain 
124 mint and India M44-55 as well 
as the ‘“‘Offices Abroad’’ Cambodia, 
Laos and Vietnam, all perferred in 
used condition. Other ‘Fyndem”’ 
tips include Gibraltar Scott No. 
108a mint, especially in the deep 
brown shade, perforated 13; Malta 
193 mint;.Swaziland Scott No. 36, 
the 5/- King George VI in the dark 
slate shade, perforated 134% x 14 
which is worth about three times 
as much mint or used as the 
ordinary variety; and, lastly 
Transjordan Scott No. 285, the 90f 
brown orange. 

This final tip really is a good 
one in which we heartily concur. 
Listed by Scott for only 65c mint 
and used, this value is worth full 
catalogue mint and about a dollar 
used. Its chances for advancement 
are excellent. 


The British daily press comment- 
ed extensively on the sensational 
announcement by the Postmaster 
General that henceforth Scotland, 
Wales, Northern Ireland, Jersey, 
Guernsey and the Isle of Man 
would use “provincial”? stamps of 
their own. 

The famous London Times calls 
it ‘‘a choice piece of nonsense”’ and 
continues, ‘‘Her Majesty’s stamps 
are rather noble things. They de- 
serve better than to be cheapened, 
for the sake of popularity, down to 


the level of a ‘Souvenir from 
Brighton’ ”’. 
The ‘Scotsman’, of Edinburgh, 


takes the opposite view, “‘The an- 
nouncement is not likely to set the 
heater on fire, but it is a pleasant 
thought that some particularly 
Scottish device will wing its way 
on letters and postcards round the 
world” 

The ‘“‘Yorkshire Observer’’ pokes 
fun at the whole idea, ‘‘National 
pride will no doubt get a fillip from 
these distinctive stamps. One gen 
foresee that a proud Scot who 
comes south of the border where 
only English stamps are on sale 
will carry a stock of his own coun- 
try’s stamps with him rather than 
shame his correspondence with

publics. Others refer to “local 
stickers’’! 

Our opinion is that the new 
policy sets a bad precedent and 
will only do harm in the long run. 
As for special stamps for the 
Channel Islands and the Isle of 
Man - how ridiculous can you get? 

The British 4d QEII stamp has 
been overprinted ‘Morocco Agen- 
cies” and the denomination 
changed to ‘40 centimos’’ for use 
at the Britsih Post Office at Te- 
tuan. The same overprinted on the 
British KGVI stamp will remain on 
sale concurrently until stocks are 
exhausted. 

Stamp Collecting of London re- 
ports the appearance of a bogus 
set of British Guiana, the KGVI is- 
sue overprinted to signify use by 
U.S. Marines stationed in the 
colony! Needless to say, no such 
set was ever authorized. Whoever 
was responsible for turning out this 
private production not only showed 
a lack of ethics and judgment — 
but couldn’t spell either! The over- 
print reads: ‘“‘Marine Detatch- 
ment’’. 

To wind up this week’s column, 
here is the story of two English 
boys who were assigned the same 
room at Eton although they could- 
n’t stand each other, Moving on to 
Oxford some years later, they were 
again unwilling room mates, de- 
spising each other even more. 
Thirty years passed and these two, 
one of whom had meanwhile be- 
come an admiral of the British 
Navy and the other a rather stout 
Anglican bishop, happen to be on 
the same platform at Victoria Sta- 
tion. The bishop in his flowing 
robes steps up to the admiral in 
full uniform, taps him on _ the 
shoulder and asks, ‘‘I say, station- 
master, is this the train for Liver- 
pool?’”’ Without a second’s hesita- 
tion and not batting a eyelash, the 
admiral replies, “It is indeed, ma- 
dam, but should you be traveling 
in your condition?’’.

covers with the first day of use 
of the new device. These she will 
give to those who send a large- 
size, stamped, addressed envelope, 
and an item of equal value to the 
UN cover. 

First come, first served. Remem- 
all of you won’t be lucky enough 
to get one. 


Thought for a while we had two 
problems licked, but I should have 
known better. 

One is the matter where people 
write in for information, not en- 
closing a stamped, addressed en- 
velope for a reply; or where they 
ask a question which would take 
more than a few minutes to an- 
swer. 

The other is being asked to pass 
an opinion on a stamp or cover 
which -the letter-writer describes, 
but which is not sent for inspec- 
tion. 

As to the former, if you want a 
reply to your letter, send a, self- 
addressed envelope bearing the 
proper postage, and keep your let- 
ter short, and question reasonable. 
If the answer you want isn’t worth 
that courtesy, it isn’t worth our 
time to reply — and the letter gets 
the pitch into the wastebasket. 
That holds for all our writers and 
columnists. 

As to passing an opinion on a 
philatelic item without seeing it, 
this in 98% of all cases is impos- 
sible. If you do send something of 
value to me for inspection, send it 
registered, and supply sufficient 
postage so that it can be returned 
the same way. 

I’ll help in all instances to the 
best of my ability. 


Out near Albuquerque, N.M. in 
the Sandia Mountains is a popular 
tourist attraction called Sandia 
Crest. It is reached by an ever- 
ascending roadway up the east 
slope — the place is 10,678 above 
sea level. 


Besides an astounding view of 
the Rio Grande Valley, there is 
also the Sandia Crest Trading Post, 
with food, drink and the usual sou- 
venir merchandise. Here too, is the 
place where one can get his covers 
carried by a local mail service, the 
Sandia Crest, N.M. Local Delivery. 


Since the POD has no service to 
the concession, the operators will 
accept mail for posting in Albu- 
querque. You pay them 2c per 
piece. They then affix their local 
stamp and cancel it with a crossed 
arrows design. 

The stamp is triangular in shape, 
with a yellow center picturing the 
mountain, and a black frame. The 
figure of value ‘‘2c”’ is in each 
corner of the base. Wording around 
the three sides is “SANDIA 
CREST/NEW MEXICO/LOCAL 
DELIVERY’”’.

The Philatelic 
Middle East 


by Bruce Conde 











Ernest A. Kehr, stamp and coin 
editor of the New York “Herald 
Tribune”, spent the middle part 
of June in Lebanon, between visits 
to Egypt, Syria and Jordan, mak- 
ing contact with local philatelists, 
dealers, associations, stamp de- 
designers and printers and postal 
officials. 

The rambling editor, one of 
America’s best-known  philatelic 
writers, has long been associated 
with Middle East philately, and for 
several decades has been the 
United States representative of the 
Philatelic Society of Egypt, this 
region’s leading stamp collectors’ 
organization. ; 

Fully aware of the drawbacks 
of philately in most M.E. countries, 
editor Kehr did not pull any 
punches in advising local postal of- 
ficals on the accepted ethics of 
world wide philately with reference 
to new stamp issues. Although in 
most cases the bureaucrats con- 
cerned professed ignorance of the 
details involved or inability to cope 
with long-established practices be- 
yond their control, they generally 
heard him attentively and took 
note of the situation as it is viewed 
by American philatelic organiza- 
tions. dealers, collectors and the 
general public. 

-As Mr. Kehr’s articles are rec- 
ognized as being objective and fair 
to the M.E. countries, and as he is 
known as a leading Egypt special- 
ist, his constructive criticism was 
well received and may have the 
effect of bringing about general 
improvements. 

Philatelic circles here expressed 
regret that he, with his long-estab- 
lished contacts with M.E. postal 
services, did not handle the recent 
FIPEX arrangements for govern- 
mental exhibits from M.E. coun- 
tries. They stated that much of the 
difficulty seemed to stem from 
tardy and vague contacts and co- 
ordnation, both with reference to 
postal officials and American dip- 
lomatic representatives who might 
have been of more help had they 
been briefed better. 

Few M.E. countries managed to 
exhibit at FIPEX and many of the 
leading philatelic personalities and 
key officials in M.E. countries who 
ought to have been consulted were 
not contacted at all, according to 
their statements to Mr. Kehr and 
the ‘writer. 

The editor replied that the ar- 
rangments were in competent 
hands but that unforseen delays 
and circumstances beyond the con- 
trol of the committee had interven- 
ed. He agreed, nevertheless, to 
take note of the practical difficult- 
ies on this side for reference to fu- 
ture committees. 

One of the roving journalist’s 
most interesting experiences was 
bere in Beirut. While inspecting St. 
Juseph University’s Catholic Press, 
which prints most of Lebanon’s 
stamp issues, Kehr happened to 
ask the venerable, long-bearded 
Jesuit priest in charge, whether 
they kept any samples of their 
work in its initial stages. 

“But certainly’, said Monsieur 
Le Cure, hauling out a battered 
and bulging ledger. 

It was crammed full of blocks, 
strips pairs, blocks with one stamp 
missing, singles, essays, imperfs, 
and trial color proofs. 

“It seems that some items are 
missing’, suggested Kehr, cauti- 
ously, looking at the wreckage of 
what had once been a pbhilatelic 
gold mine. 

“Oh, when any interested visi- 
tors come along we let them take 
what they wish as souvenirs. Help 
yourself.”’ 

Ernie Kehr didn’t have the heart. 
He was, however, the recipient 
of a spectacular philatelic souvenir 
from P. Koroleff, Lebanon’s White 
Russian principal stamp designer. 
The veteran of the South Russsian 
Army Corps not only resurrected a 
large water color design of an 
approved stamp, but before pre- 
senting it to Mr. Kehr, rummaged 
around for a color trial proof sheet 
of the four designs of that set, in 
order to cut off a horizontal pair 
to paste across the bottom of the 
watercolor. 

This operation completed, Koro- 
leff signed his name across the 
proof card and onto the watercolor. 
The fact that the artist, in his 
haste and enthusiasm, had cut off 
the wrong designs from the proof 
sheet, did not lessen the value of 
this unusual philatelic memento. 
The Herald Tribune man _ took 
time off to visit the ruins of Byb- 
los, Lebanon’s 700-year-old Pheo- 
atician port city near Beirut, as 
well as Baalbek, the Cedars, Tri- 
poli and other famous sites pic- 
tured on the country’s pictorial 
stamps. 

At Byblos he set up his camera 


‘to cover the scene drawn by Koro- 

















leff for Scott Nos. 171-174 (the Byb- 








los amphitheater airmail design, 
unfortunately not reproduced in the 
catalogue), put it on the automatic 
and jumped into a4 picture, which 
may eventually make a _ prime 
maximum card souvenir of his 
visit to Byblos. 

Kehr, famous for his exclusive 
overall photo coverage of the Vati- 
can and its stamp production in- 
Stallations, topped off the day by 
visiting Lebanon’s ‘‘Little Vati- 
can’, the Palace of Bkerke, seat 
of the Maronite Patriarch of An- 
tioch and of all the Orient, where 
he was received by His Beatitude 
Patriarch Paul Meouchi, former 
Archbishop of Tyre. The bearded 
Patriarch surprised Mr Kehr by 
addressing him in American Eng- 
lish. His Beatitude, it seems, was 
once a parish priest in Los Angeles, 
Calif. Philatelically, Bkerke boasts 
its own post office, with a_stun- 
ning royal hexagonal cancellation. 


Lebanon’s Earthquake Stamp 
Approved 


The Minister of P.T.T. (Post, 
Telegraph and Telephone, has now 
received authorization from the 
government to issue a 2% piaster 
(less than 1c U.S.) postal tax 
stamp, to be obligatory on all first 
class letter mail within Lebanon, in 
order to help rehabilitate victims 
of the recent earthquakes. News- 
pepers and other classes of mail 


are specifically exempted in the} 


decree. 

This will supplement a 10 piaster 
(about 3c U.S.) movie ticket tax 
which has already been put into ef- 
fect. and other extraordinary lux- 
ury levies etc., to help finance the 
rebuilding program. Details of de- 
sign, etc., are not yet known, but 
if the ‘‘Help Palestine’? stamps 
(Lebanon’s last previous postal tax 
items) are to be taken as a pre- 
cedent, the “earthquake stamp’ 
may be in the form of a surcharge 
on jumbo-sized fiscal stamps so 
as to avoid confusion with stamps 
of franking value. 


Egypt Bars Study Finished 


The long-under-preparation full- 
length study on Egypt’s recent 
barred portrait issue, which this 
writer rather hesitatingly under- 
took to start compiling over a year 
ago, was finished about the time 
of Egypt specialist Ernest A. 
Kehr’s arrival in. Lebanon, and 
stamp editor Kehr was the first 
to see advance sheets of the manu- 
script~and samples of the illustra- 
tions. It-is now on its way to one 
of the society journals which usu- 
ally publishes studies of that type, 
and as soon as it has been accepted 
for publication the many Egypt 
specialists who have written inquir- 
ing about it, will be duly notified. 

Possessors of ‘‘complete’’ bars 
collections please hold on to your 
seats, because the study’s master 
list records recognized no less than 
222 different known bar varieties, 
but specifies those not recognized 
by the Philatelic Society of Egypt 
as having been officially issued. 
Principal counterfeits are explain- 
ed and illustrated in detail. 


New And. Coming Syrian Issues | 


Remainders of the Second Da- 
mascus Fair set have been over- 
printed with three bars cancelling 
the semipostal surtax and reduc- 
ing the set to 170 piasters, new 
face value, for regular postal use. 
40.000 sets are said to have been so 
treated for release from June 7 
onward. 

As there has been a shortage of 
high value airmail stamps, new air 
definitives of 100, 200, 300 and 500 
piaster denominations have been 
ordered. totalling about $3.50 face.

Lebanon’s Own “A.S.D.A.”" About 
To Be Launched 


Beirut stamp dealer Farah G. 
Farah, who has been: doing the 
pick and shovel work for the past 
six months in wading through 
miles of bureaucratic red tape to 
get governmental approval for the 
new Lebanese dealers’ association, 
has announced that cabinet ap- 
proval has been granted and that 
the new Minister of Interior is pre- 
pared to sign the required decree.

An enterprising Italian dealer 
bought lots of 1, 3 and 5 Lire 
stamps, stuck them on _ heavy 
brown paper, “cancelled’’ them 
with a fake postmark, and sold 
the lot at a tremendous profit . ...

Then we get “mission mixture’’ 
refrered to above. It can come 
from missions, and it can come 
from people who advertise to buy 
bank mixtures and ‘so forth. Most

have taken out anything saleable 
individually. But that does not 
mean that everything worthwhile 
will have gone. - 

Lots of commemoratives of Ger- 
many are quite common, and 
they are only offered in prices per 
100. That sort of thing remains. 
But dates on clippings will have 
been watched, possibly good vari- 
ants may have been removed—just 
on the off-chance that ‘they are 
really good—and high values will 
have gone. German mission mix- 
tures should certainly cost you less 
than $4 per kilo. 

Last we have the “ecorrespond- 
ence clippings”. Taken from daily 
correspondence in offices, here will 
you find only very common defini- 
tives of recent vintage (10, 20pf 
Heuss, West Berlin low value 
Buildings, East German 5-Year 
Plan common values) with a 
sprinkling of very common com- 


memoratives. ’ 
One of these is likely to be the 
10pf West Berlin ‘‘Bundesrat’’ 


stamp, printed to the tune of 20 
million copies to tideover stocks 
of this value until the new defini- 
tives are ready. This ware is only 
good if you know someone who'll 
buy it per 1000 at a price which 
only reckons your time and labor, 
and counts the stamps themselves 
almost for nothing. Cost about 
$1.50 to $2 per kilo. 

Finally, the most expensive types 
of all are “100 gramme packs’’. 
As the name shows, these are 
small packets taken from limited 
stocks. Saar, West Berlin, French 
Zone states are very, very oc- 
casionally offered in this condition, 
and at hair-raising prices of up to 
04 per kilo, i.e. $3 per.100 gramme 
ee 


For this money dealers will put 
in complete sets from their stocks, 
and whilst a lot of postal clippings 
are bound to be there (with paper 
attached they weigh more), pre- 
pare to find also a good admixture 
of cheaper singles and sets to 
make weight. 

Maybe they’re cancelled to or- 
der, maybe not. Who cares? But 
be sure of one thing, such items 
as Berlin Stephan 2DM, Saar air- 
mails 200fr, or even the 3 and 5DM

As might be expected, there is 
tremendous interest here in Aus- 
tralia in anything Antarctic. Since 
many of the expeditions have set 
out from the Commonwealth or 
New Zealand, there’s a fair amount 
of material about. 


In order that proper market ap- 
preciation may occur, the Austral- 
ian Philatelic Agency keeps com- 
mems on sale for only a few 
months after Post Office Depart- 
ment stocks have been distributed. 
Shortly before a new list appears, 
notices are posted stating that such 
and such items are about to be 
taken off sale, which gives every- 
one a chance to load up. Whatever 
such material is left in a given 
Agency city is quietly transferred 
to a regular stamp window after 
the specified date and is then 
quickly used up in the regular 
course of business. Wholesale and 
retail prices at once jump and buy- 
ers at face are happy. What a dif- 
ferent policy from that long follow- 
ed in the Italian and Vatican Agen- 
cies where almost everything is- 
sued for years back was kept on 
hand interminably with the result 
that such material showed little 
appreciation, for naturally listings 
on anything still available would 
not rise. This practice has now been 
discontinued following loud com- 
plaint. 


In Canberra, I’ve had Several 
thoroughly delightful visits with 


Mr. and Mrs. H. Douglass, pro- 
prietors of the Canberra Stamp and. 
Hobby Shop of Kingston. The Doug- 
lass place is a focal point for phil- 
atelists in the rapidly-growing cap- 
ital city and one always finds a 
fine stock of single stamps, sets, 
packets, accessories, catalogs and 
philatelic publications on _ sale. 
Like our own Raoul Lesgor, the 
France and Colonies specialist, Mr. 
Douglass was once a chef in one 
of Australia’s most exclusive ho- 
tels, but retired same years ago 
to commercial philately after a 
lifetime of collecting. Better to 
meet the need of his clients, he is 
opening a second store in a new 
shopping block in Civic Center, the 
heart of Canberra, and the only 
question waiting w be settled is 
which one of his delightful couple 
will be in which place. They have 
been in close contact with a good 
many Americans in the Capital 
Territory over the past few years 
and have large numbers of friends 
among them. All of which doubt- 
less explains why they have all our 
new commems a few days after is- 
sue. Indeed, that’s where I’ve been 
getting my own for many months 
now. 


There is, strangely enough, no 
stamp club in Canberra, the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth cap 
ital—there was once an active one 
but, with the departure of some of 
the leading members and growing 
non-philatelic interests on the part 
of others (there’s a wonderful 
round-the-year golf course, crowd- 
ed with players, just around the 
corner), it quietly folded up a cou- 
Ple of years back. That doesn’t 
mean that collectors never get 
together, however Several promi- 
nent townsmen and half a dozen 
persons in the diplomatic corps are 
active collectors and meet at each 
other’s homes on occasion. I have 
seen magnificent Old Australian 
States, British Commonwealth, 
Thailand, Indian Native States, 
British Africa, Chinese Japanese 
and Belgain collections in that way 
and have thoroughly enjoyed these 
informal get-togethers. So far as 
I can learn, there is no one parti- 
cularly interested in philatelic 
literature though one individual has 
five copies of the excessively rare 
Ma catalog of Chinese issues. 


In the period after the late war, 
the Australians, surely the world’s 
most generous people, mailed 
thousands of tons of foodstuffs to 
friends and relatives back in Brit- 
ain. Two. standard weight parcels 
were worked out, 7-pound and 11- 
pound ones. Postage on the former 
was 3 shillings 7 pence and that 
on the latter 5 shillings 10 pence. 
Since many firms were sending out 
as many as 5000 ackages a week 
and there were no stamps of those 
denominations, a lot of time was 
wasted putting on two or three to 
make up the proper sums. 

At first it was proposed to issue 
such stamps but the idea was 
dropped because demand would 
fall off in due time, and the prob- 
lem was solved by having special 
postal stationery dies cut and us- 
ing them to imprint’ supply com- 
panies’ labels on special order. 
There are, of course, many enve- 
lope, card and wrapper collectors 





in this country, and there has al- 


ways been terrific demand for 
such special pieces. Unhappily, the 
greater part of them were destroy- 
ed by recipients ot the parcels and 
very few ever repatriated, so 
everyone is scrambling for them 
and prices are rather high. All of 
which explains why 1 haven’t been 
able to supply the dozen or more 
of you who have asked me to get 
them for them. 


Baker and Moloney of Sydney, 
Australia’s leading stamp firm, 
has a nice stock of Australian coil 
stamps, which are very elusive 
since they are sold only in vend- 
ing machines and often become 
obsolete before collectors have 
been aware of their existence. 
They offer packets of mints, both 
with and without joins. Australian 


rather, come with special perfs, 
large holes in center and smaller 
ones at ends. 


One Australian commem I have 
yet to see is the 2d Gum Tree coil 
stamp in feet form. It’s long been 
listed in the specialist catalog and 
on the strength of that, I’ve asked 
some 75 dealers for a block, but 
most of them aver that they too 
have never seen it, and some go 
so far as to say that there is no 
such item. Who knows?? 


Lots of collectors develop an in- 
terest in philatelic sidelines—reve- 
nues printed by the same firms 
which produced given postage 
series, broken bank notes incor- 
porating designs also used on 
stamps, slogan cancellations, sock- 
ed-on-the nose items phantasies 
and the like. I’ve had collections of 
all such things at one time or 
another and it’s been lots of fun. 
But currently I’ve got a new side- 
line—toy stamps. 

Remember when Uncle Andrew 
from Sheboygan gave you a toy 
post office set when you were nine 
or ten and recall the ‘stamps’ 
that went along with it? That’s 
what I mean. Such sets are made 
in many countries and German 
manufacturers in particular have 
always produced them for export. 
Sometimes the stamps are actual 
miniatures of obsolete issues—Ger- 
man, Czech, Belgian, Swiss etc. for 
example. More commonly they 
bear little resemblance to actual 
stamps and have distinctive de- 
signs evolved for this particular 
purpose. 

Here in Australia I’ve run across 
two sets—one inscribed ‘‘Toytown 
Post’? and coming in three de- 
nominations (1/2d green, 1d red 
and 214d blue) of identical design 
(a portly standing gentleman with 
matching ornaments on both sides). 
They are in sheets of 25 with print- 
ed rouletting, and another inscrib- 
ed “Toy Post’’ at the sides and 
coming in two red designs (duck 
and bear mailmen) and two black 
ones (Sambo and pelican postmen) 
se-tenant in small sheets of 10 and 
larger ones of 16, perf between 
stamps but with  straight-edge 
margins all around. Report has it 
that there is another set but I 
haven’t run it down as yet. 

Of course to get these items one 
has to buy the post office set at re- 
tail, and that often runs into cash. 
However, there’s a way to get the 
toy stamps themselves rather rea- 
sonably—buy the post office outfit 
as a really nice present for a young 
nephew or niece, take out the toy 
stamps, and replace them by a 
couple of sheets of mint German 
inflation ones or iow value French 
colonials which most dealers can 
supply at 5c the sheet. The gift 
child is thrilled to get his present, 
with real stamps inside, and you’re 
happy to get your sheetlets. It 
works wonderfully so long as one 
has enough young relatives to call 
for periodic purchases and so long 
as one finds new varieties. Pick- 
ings are especially good in Europe 
where one visits a new country 
every few days.

men to be rejected py the Imam, 
the writer took time out recently 
to design a proposed 10th anniver- 
sary U.N. set which might meet 
the ruler’s approval. 

In the first place, he selected 
primarily useful rates: 4, 6, 12 
bogash and 1 ahmadi (about $1.25 
U.S., face), for 1st class local (and 
Arab Union) and foreign, letters 
(4 and 6) and for airmail to the 
Arab countries and the U.S. (12 
bogash and 1 ahmadi). 

For the 4 bogash, to show the 
local people that their familiar flag 
was known and respected among 
the flags of the nations, a picture 
of the raising of the Yemeni flag 
at Lake Success. New York, for 
the first time, on September 30, 
1947, was used. This was similar 
to the approved low value design

coat-of-arms, the latter (Mokha 
coffee tree over the Dam of Marib 
—the world’s oldest major dam, 
dating back to the Sixth or Seventh 
Century B.C.—beneath the Ye- 
menite flags) was placed beside 
the U.N. symbol on the 6 bogash 
foreign letter stamp. 

The 12 bogash airmail for Arab 
countries showed a map of the 
Arab League states, with Yemen’s 
flag over her own southwest corner 
of Arabia and the notation that Ye- 
men was the 6th Arab League 
state to join the U.N. while the 1 
ahmadi high value overseas air- 
mail stamp advertised Yemen’s 
ancient and picturesque architec- 
tural style by reproducing the 
Mutawakelite Palace of Sana’a to- 
gether with the notation that it 
was here the late Imam Yahia au- 
thorized Yemen to join the UN in 
1947. 

Postal Advisor Mustafa al-Kab- 
lawy has written that the designs 
have now been duly submitted to 
His Majesty for approval with the 
additional recommendation that 
10,000 sets be issued, with a sup- 
plementary large quantity of the 
4 bogash value for widespread 
local use. 


Jordan Dues Reissued With 
Modifications 


R. T. Ledger, Esq., dean of Jor- 
donian philately, has just mailed 
out a circular notice to his stamp 
collecting friends that a reissue of 
the Jordan postage due set has 
been received in Amman with the 
following modifications: 

The old form of the country 
name, “Hashemite Kingdom of 
the Jordan” has been modified as 
on the other current definitives, 
by dropping the word “‘the’’, 

The set is now on watermarked 
paper (‘“H.K.J.”’ in Arabic and 
English). 

Quantities issued are: 1 fils: 
500,000; 2 fils: 200,000; 4 fils: 100,- 
000; 10 fils: 100,000 and 20 fils: 
50,000. 

The 50 fils high value of the old 
set is still on hand in large quan- 
tities and is not being replaced at 
the present time.

ARGENTINA. The first stamp of 
Argentina was issued on August 
21, 1856. On August 21, 1956, three 
stamps were issued in commemo- 
ration of this event. A 40c pictures 
the nation’s first stamp; a $2.40

The 5R violet 
shows the Shah in Scout uniform 
and a Scout badge. 

JAPAN. Marking the 25th anni- 
versary of the National Park Law, 
two stamps will be issued on Oc- 
tober 1. The values will be: 5 yen 
reddish-brown (Kujuku Island); 
and 10 yen blue (Osezaki Light- 
house). 

MEXICO. One postage and one 
airmail souvenir sheet were issued 
on August 8 for the International 
Philatelic Exhibition. Each sheet 
contains six stamps and each has 
a face value of $1.20 (U.S.). 

NEW HEBRIDES. The 50th anni- 
versary of the Condominium’s ex- 
istence will be celebrated with the 
issuance on October 20 of eight new 
stamps.

A portrait of the actress I. N. 
Fedotova is used on a 40kop. is- 
sued in her memory.

BROKEN LINES 


In the days when city type pre- 
cancels were pretty common, a 
great number of cities used electro- 
plates—farming out the job most- 
ly to local printers. Some of the 
plates saw a lot of use, and many 
evidently were not handled too 
carefully, for very often precan- 
cels showed up with a line broken 
or entirely missing or other de- 
fects in the plate, many evidently 
from dropping or having some oth- 
er abuse. 

Not too long ago a reader sent 
in an item from Flushing, N.Y. 
with one of the lines missing, and 
wanting to know its worth. This is 
a natural question, in these days 
when emphasis is being placed on 
the infinitesimal. The truth of the 
matter as far as precancel collec- 
tors are concerned is that not 
very many are interested in such 
things, and if they are not interest- 
ed there is no demand and if no 
demand the price is seldom very 
unusual. 

There are plates I can think of 
like the one long used at San Fran- 
cisco; it almost fell apart before 
they got a new one. Yet outside 
of a few collectors, no one is want- 
ing broken plates from San Fran* 
cisco. 

Not long ago i came across a 
pair of %c Hales from Paradise, 
Pa. On one stamp the PA was 
entirely gone and on the other a 
part of the line and part of the Pa. 
were missing. What is it worth? 
Well, you might get a dime for the 
pair. 

Even in Buros there is always 
some broken lines and the like. It 
was the custom at one time if a 
letter was defective to remove it 
from the plate, spot in some metal 
and then hand engrave the letter 
back in. This would be a TRUE 
variety and worth recognition. 

A catalog was published listing 
these and other plate flaws. It 
was in a format like the Buro 
catalog. Only one edition was ever 
printed. A number of the items 
listed were really scarce, but the 
interest wasn’t there. Now only a 
handful of collectors hunt plate 
flaws in Buros. 

The moral is, the items may be 
scarce, bu. if they are not popular 
they are not worth much money.

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every Sunday morning, until quite 











recently, working on his stamp col- 
lection,’’ said his son, Raja Ba- 
roody. “It was only when our fam- 
ily doctor finally put his foot down, 
two or three years ago, and order- 
ed him. to cease all unnecesssary 
reading and other tiring use of his 
eyes, to conserve his failing eye- 
sight, that he regretfully closed his 
albums and sent them to his stamp 
company director for liquidation, 
along with his personal stock,”’ 
added Raja. 


All of the senior Baroody’s 
stamps were kept in glassine-pock- 
eted albums. ‘‘He never hinged a 
single stamp in his own collection,”’ 
said his son, giving an indication of 
his father’s tastes concerning what 
he considered absolutely mint con- 
dition. 

From just before World War I 
until 1932 he was a co-partner with 
Dr. Anis Baroody in the ‘‘Baroody 
Brothers and Company ‘‘general 
merchandise firm. After Dr. Ba- 
roody’s death in 1932 he continued 
as owner of the firm in conjunction 
with his nephews, being joined by 
Raja in 1949, soon after the lat- 
ter’s graduation from A.U.B. Much 
more extensive than his stamp 
business, the importing organiza- 
tion had branches in Egypt and 
other Arab countries and occasion- 
ed all but one of his business trips 
to America and Europe. 


In the early 1930’s, as a side line, 
Baroody began selling his Middle 
East duplicates as a part-time 
dealer. The response was so en- 
couraging that he bought whole- 
sale stamp supplies in Lebanon 
and nearby countries (which had 
emerged from World War I as 
French and British mandates) and 
set up a small room in his suite of 
offices, on the Avenue des Fran- 
caises of Beirut’s port section, as 
a philatelic branch. 


By 1935 he had spotted agents as 
far away as Aden and Yemen and 
was establishing a reputation as 
being the only Arab state dealer 
who could always come through 
with the goods, no matter how 
“‘difficult‘' the country or how 
elusive the issue. In 1945 he took 
over a small branch. post office 
concession on Avenue des Fran- 
eaises, to which he added a retail 
stamp store. 


From 1945 to 1947, during the ex- 
piring years of the mandate and 
the climax Lebanese national 
struggle for independence, he was 
able to cancel his clients’ register- 
ed First Day of Issue covers per- 
sonally and created an interest in 
Arab state F.D.C.’s. 


Although he sold out the post 








office and retail shop in 1947, dur- 


ing the first year of independence, 
his postal service contacts had 
given him an insight into the work- 
ings of the post office, and permit- 
ted him to establish contacts which 
insured that Baroody’s would al- 
ways have an adequate early share 
of any new non-speculative Leb- 
anese stamp issue. 


*‘Postal employees are the only 
overworked government civil serv- 
ants in the Republic,’’ he used to 
maintain, adding that they were 
not, in his opinion, compensated in 
a manner corresponding to their 
labor. This was a tacit admission 
that he understood, if he did not 
approve, the principal behind the 
“1500 imperf bonus distribution’ 
of Lebanese commemoratives. But 
he also knew that the distribution 
did not favor the minor employees 
and he used to equalize the situa- 
tion, on a_ private. basis, each 
Christmastime, when from his gen- 
eral merchandise stock of import- 
ed luxury articles, he saw that an 
individual present was sent to each 
and every employee of the General 
Post Office, from the Director-Gen- 
eral of Posts and Telegraphs down 
to the humblest clerk. 


These “Baroody Bonuses” cer- 
tainly made the portly, smiling 
businessman the Post Office’s 


“‘most favored customer.’’ When it 
came to manipulated or specula- 
tive issues, however, he took only 
the pro-rata ‘“‘quota’’ allocated to 
dealers in accordance with a per- 
centage of their actual needs. He 
was always short and he always 
frowned on these issues, but know- 
ing that they- indirectly provided 
small additional bonuses for some 
of the postal employees, he did not 
make too much a nuisance of 
himself about them in Beirut. 





Where high ranking officials or 
powerful firms cornered issues of 
Arab countries, however, as in the 
case of certain Yemenite and, 
more recently, Jordanian: issues, 
he fought them to the finish. 


“Call off your staff’? recently 
cabled a high Jordanian postal 


bearable with our P.M.G.,”’ the lat- 
ter added, under registered cover. 
But “‘B.T.B.”’ told his staff to go 
right ahead undermining attempts 


to create and control ‘‘scarce”’ 
overprint ‘‘varieties’’ until the 
P.M.G. cleaned house and there 


was a considerable let-up in the 
flow of expensive printer’s waste 
from Amman print shops holding 
government overprint job orders. 


By 1952 the philatelic branch of 
Baroody’s enterprises. had grown 
so important that his last business 
trip to the United States was made 
entirely in the interests of phil- 
atelic trading. When he returned to 
Beirut, however, the old lion of ‘Le- 








banese philately realized that 


official. ‘‘They are making life un- ; 








years were creeping up on him—he 
had passed his 61st birthday—and 
that his strength and eyesight were 
no longer equal to the expanded 
business. 


After a series of conferences with 
his philatelic secretary, a Pales- 
tinian refugee, Michel S. Stephen, 
to whom he had given a new start 
in life after the latter’s flight from 
Israeli-occupied parts of the Holy 
Land in 1948, and with Raja, who 
was increasingly assuming respon- 
sibility for all Baroody interests, 
it was decided to incorporate the 
philatelic branch as a_ separate 
company. 


Thus, in July of 1953, a govern- 
mental decree was issued authoriz:- 
ing the incorporation of the ‘‘Ba- 
roody Stamp Company Ltd.’’, with 
an initial capital of 100,000 Le- 
banese pounds, including control- 
ling shares in the name of Ben- 
jamin and Raja Baroody, and 
with Michel Stephan, as General 
Secretary, in full charge of opera- 
tions. 

The firm occupies separate of- 
fices, about three blocks from 
“Baroody Brothers’, and _ the 
stamp company’s premises already 
almost equal in size the import 
firm’s headquarters. 

Although his eyesight was re- 
stricted to essential reading, 
“B.T.B.”’ habitually opened and 
scanned all of the big stamp firm’s 
incoming mail daily. He rarely 
interfered with the replies or out- 
going mail, and almost never ask- 
ed to see any of it but he used to 
annotate in the margin of incoming 
letters any particularly delicate or 
specialist matters, almost down to 
the day of his death. 


Unable to enjoy life without a 
hobby, he earmarked funds from 
the sale of his private collection 
and stock and consigned them to 
the purchase of additional lands 
adjoining his father’s old farm at 
Ain el-Remmane. These he had 
terraced and planted with experi- 
mental orchards. Every week he 
went up to see how the new varie- 
ties of apple, pear, and peach trees 
were doing, and personally took a 
hand at the work whenever pos- 
sible. 

He was getting on his ‘“‘mountain 
clothes” and getting ready to pay 
a visit to his new hobby-orchards, 
from which he had come down only 
two days earlier, on the morning 
of July 18, 1956, when the cerebral 
hemorrhage, which later proved 
fatal, occurred. His doctors had 
warned him that excessively high 
blood pressure made it dangerous 
for him to engage any further in 
his -new hobby. 


Having given up one hobby of 
nearly half a century’s standing, 
“‘B.T.B” was not to be done out of 
his new avocation however, and he 
told the doctors flatly that he 
preferred to die with his boots on, 
actively participating in a useful 
pursuit. : 

Benjamin Baroody’s last wish 
was practically granted, for he 
never emerged from the five-day 
coma which terminated on July 23.

The United Nations 
Will Cooperate 


Erskine R. Miller 


The inauguration by the UN Postal Administration of feature 
press releases on subjects of interest to collectors of UN postage 
stamps is most welcome. Two services available through the UN Post- 
al Administration are described hereunder. 

First, the posting of letters and cards through the UN post office. 
About three years ago my foreign correspondents evinced an interest 
in UN stamps. In response to an inquiry, the UNPA advised me that 
addressed stamped envelopes forwarded to them under cover would 
be posted. Most of my correspondents now desire their letters to come 
to them in this way. All that is necessary is to affix sufficient UN 
stamps to the addressed envelope, and forward under cover with USA 
stamps thereon to the UNPA. 

In only one case has there been any hitch, and that was on a let- 
ter to be sent registered to the Canary Islands. In this connection, I 
received a most courteous and helpful letter from ‘‘R. C. Luhnke, 
Mail Dispatcher’’, and my letter was soon on its way. Litttle did Mr. 
Luhnke realize what he was letting himself in for by his courtesy. 

Second, the servicing of international reply-paid post cards. The 
use of such cards is authorized by the Universal Postal Union regula- 
tions, as outlined in Part 212.5 of the U.S. Postal Manual. The United 
States has regular printed cards, but many foreign countries do not 
have them. In all cases, a privately printed card with proper headings 
and meeting certain specifications is authorized. 

The UPU regulation has been construed to mean thatthe reply- 
paid card must be forwarded to an address served by the UNPA in 
order that it may be returned through the UN post office. This ap- 
peared to be an insurmountable stumbling block—until I thought of 
my good friend, the ‘‘Mail Dispatcher’. Here certainly was a legal 
compliance with the UPU regulation, although I also recognized that 
such servicing would involve extra work for which the UNPA would 
receive no remuneration. Several of my professional philatelic friends 
opined it would not be possible. 

The matter was presented to the UNPA, and was approved; un- 
der date of August 9, 1956, Walter Hoffman, Acting Chief, UN Postal 
Administration, advised me: 

“The procedure now agreed upon is quite agreeable to u$, this be- 
ing within the postal laws and regulations; and we are very happy to 
be able to assist interested philatelists.” ~ 

The UPU regulation requires “(CARTE POSTALE AVEC RE-

Just a few short years ago we agg from these ‘commemora- 


experienced a new first with the 
issue of a set of three caommemo- 
rative airmails. These commemo- 
rated the 75th Anniversary of the 
Universal Postal Union. The three 
denominations were 10c, 15c and 
25c. 

I believe nearly all of-us know 
that the airmail rate of foreign 
couritries for the first half ounce is 
10c to South America, 15¢ to 
Europe and 25c to Asia, Australia 
and other distant points on the 
globe. The 10c U°P.U. was assigned 


This trio posed difficulties for 
most all of us, and far greater 
problems to the plate bloc’ dealer 
who is frequently called upon to 
supply these, as he Would any oth- 
er commem. To pinpoint it, we find 
a situation where we are obliged to 
buy twenty, or more stamps in or- 
der to obtain one plate block from 
any of these three denominations. 

That quantity was the require- 
ment at the philatelic agency to

If you chose to 
purchase these from the philatelic 
agency in Washington, D. C., where 
the centering was selected and 
where you were sure of being able 
to buy them, the above figures 
would be your ‘nitial outlay, plus 
money order ‘ee, postage both 
ways, and registration. 

Difficult as it was to this point, 
the worst was yet to come, for 
when you received the block of 
twenty, and removed the plate 
block, you were left with sixteen to 
be disposed if vou didn’t want the 
surplus stamps. All of us who were 
faced with this problem were no 
doubt reconciled to the fact that 
we had to offer reasonable and at- 
tractive discounts in order to dis- 
pose ot these 10c, 15c and 25c de- 
nominations. 

To say this was difficult to do 
would be an under statement. It 
is hard enuogh to get rid of 3c 
stamps, and occasionally higher or 
lower denominaticns 2ven when the 
stamps can be used on all types 
of mailing. Airmail stamps, on the 
other hand, are solely restricted 
to airmail purposes. It is hard 
enough to dispose >f surplus 6c air- 
mail stamps, but what will you do 
when you have airmail stamps of 
the 10c, 15c and 25c denomina- 
tions? 

Surely most collectors are not 
in a position to use up the stamps 
themselves. and would therefore 
have to resort to extreme methods 
in order to get rid of them. This 
situation brought about an unpre- 
cedented demand of U. P. U. plate 
blocks from dealers. 

Commemoratives being most 
popularly collected in plate blocks, 
dealers were oractically flooded 
with all kinds of orders for the 
U.P.U.’s including matched sets 
in blocks and singles. The big 
question follows, what did the deal- 
ers do and where did they get the 
U.P.U. plate blocks? Except that 
a plate block dealer has to spend 
a lot more time and effort, he does 
not have an easier way of obtain- 
ing the same plate blocks as the 
collector. When called upon to ob- 
tain certain issues and plate blocks, 
the only inducement he has to ob- 
tain them is the knowledge that he 
has many customers, -and orders to 
fill. In return he will try to do all 
he can and resort to the bestxféth- 
ods that will obtain for him as

ed he carefully placed them be- 
tween wax paper, and when he saw 
that his client wished to mail them 
then -and there, he weighed the 
envelope, calculated the rate, then 
picked out a wide variety of stamps 
for postage instead of handing the 
visitor just a single specimen. 


“That'll give your neighbor a 
nice cover as well as a complete 
set of unused stamps,”’ he explain- 
ed even though it made little sense 
to the visitor. 


Or, take the scene I watched in 
Jerusalem, just outside the walls 
of the old city. While composing 
a telegram, I could not help but 
overhear the conversation of two 
young Swedes who obviously were 
collectors. 

In a broken English they wanted 
material for their albums. The 
clerk went to a back room, called 
a colleague and asked him to serve 
the rather long line of people wait- 
ing to have letters weighed and 
buy postage. 

“This may take me a bit of time 
and I don’t want the people to be 
delayed,’’ he said. Then to the two 
Swedes, “If you’ll come over to 
this desk you'll be more comfort- 
able.” 

Out came the big book, which he 
turned over to the Swedes. ‘Pick 
out what you like, you know more 
about stamps than I do.”’ 


They examined the stamps, page 
by page, tearing out a contro] num- 
ber block here, an imprint pair 
there. Just as I finished paying for 
my wire, I overheard the clerk 
say that he had a small supply of

be welcome to what they wanted. I 
could not help but watch them buy

Nor will I forget the clerk at the 
Jerusalem airport where a small 
post office had been established for 
the handling of last minute post 
cards, written by tourists as they 
waited to emplane on one of Air 
Jordan’s regular flights to Cairo, 
Amman, Damascus or Beirut. 


“Have you a special postmark?” 
I asked. 

He had and showed me an im- 
pression of it. 


got half a dozen envelopes, quick- 
ly purchased the necessary stamps 
and addressed the covers to 
friends I felt would appreciate 
their novelty. While I was doing 
this, I noted that the clerk had 
taken a brush and carefully clean- 
ed the cancellation die, so that the 
impressions would be neat and 
clear. He applied them, not only to 
the corner of each stamp, but add- 
ed two extra ones to each cover 
that the recipient might see it with- 
out difficulty. 





It was in Amman, the capital, 
that I discovered how really seri- 
ously officialdom considers its post- 
age stamps. Threugh the good of- 
fices of the American ambassador, 
I received an interview appoint- 
ment with A. H. Murtada, Under 
Secretary of State and Minister of 
Communications, who, I had been 
told, normally cannot be reached 
by visiting philatelic writers. 

In a small, crowded office hardly 
commensurate with his position 
and duties, Mr. Murtada willingly 
talked stamps for more than an 
hour. 

It did not take long to realize 
that neither he nor his assistant 
had any technical knowledge of 
matters philatelic. They were post- 
al administrators who looked upon 
postage stamps as media for the 
prepayment of postal charges; they 
knew that there was such an 
avocation as stamp collecting, but 
they didn’t just seem quite sure 
about its many rarniifications. They 
admitted that they appreciated the 
‘profits’? that came from the sale 
of unused stamps, yet it was equal- 
ly obvious that this was a bi-prod- 
uct which they wished to handle 
insofar as it was possible, but that 
they were not anxious to exploit 
it. 

“What about philatelic service 
for overseas collectors and dealers 
who cannot come .to Jordan to buy 
the stamps they want? What ac- 
comodations have you for them?” 
The assistant left the room and 
in a few minutes returned with a 
two-page mimeographed list which 
had been made up in 1952, and had 
been increased by additions since 








essay drawings and once all these 
details have been worked. out a 
decree is drafted and it, together 
with the accepted design is submit- 
ted to the king for signature and 
final approval. 


(Because of the relative sudden- 
ness with which King Hussein 
decided to marry Princess Dina 
Abdul Hamid last year, the order 
for producing two commemora- 
tives were placed with the Catholic 
Press, in Beirut, Lebanon, as there 
was insufficient time to have the 
work done in London). 

The original drawing, with a list 


of desired values is dispatched to 


the Crown Agents, who proceed to 
contract with the printing firm 
selected to engrave the dies, pre- 
pare the plate and print the 
stamps. The Crown Agents assume 
responsibility for control, inspec- 
tion and perfect production of the 
stamps, and their ultimate ship- 
ment to Amman, whence they are 
distributed to offices all over Jor- 
dan. 

While I was with Mr. Murtada, 
he displayed the original design of 


an entirely new definitive set, 
with seventeen values ranging 
from one fil to one ‘‘JD,”’ or Jor- 


dan Dinar, whose value is kept on 
a par with the British pound. 


The central vignette will be a 
reproduction of a recent photo- 
graphic portrait of young King 
Hussein, made by a London cam- 
eraman named Fayer. The frame 
was executed in pen and ink by 
Yacoub Sukkara, a local Amman 
artist. It is an exquisite piece of 
work in Arabesque style in which 
are interlaced the necessary Ara- 
bie characters which lend them- 
selves so well to artistic treat- 
ment. 

At the same time, the Council 
of Ministers approved a_ special 
stamp (15 fil, carmine) to mark 
the forthcoming Locust Control 
Congress, soon to be held in Jor- 
dan. I’m not quite sure whether 
they were being facetious, though 
their tone suggested downright 
seriousness, but Mr. Murtada and 
his assistant said that they still 
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were trying to decide whetaer the 
design should show a ~healthy, 
living insect or a dead locust!

or inquiries not related directly te 
the order for First Day Covers 
should be written on a separate 
piece of paper. 

In addition to the cost of postage 
required to be affixed at ordinary, 
airmail or registered mail rates, 
collectors must include in their re. 
mittance sufficiez.t money to~pay 
the Department’s cover service fee 
amounting to 5c for each forward- 
ed for service. 

The necessary space should be 
allowed if blocks of stamps are 
ordered. 

The Postmaster, Ottawa, cannot 
guarantee to supply plate blocks of 
four stamps whick will be distribut- 
ed as equitably as the supply per- 
mits. The Philat_lic Section will 
not handle First Day Covers. 

The postage rate on first class 
mail for delivery in North and 
South America, the British Com- 
monwealth, France and Spain, is 
5c. The first class mail rate for 
Ottawa local delivery is 4c and for 
countries not mentioned above is 
6c. The fee required for registra- 
tion is 20c additional. Avoid covers 
being spoiled by postage due mark- 
ings by prepaying sufficient post- 
age. 

Remittances for First Day Cov- 
ers are to be made payable to the 
“Receiver General of Canada” and 
sent to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, 
Ont., Canada. 

Remittances for mint stamps are 
to be made payable to the “‘Re- 
ceiver General of Canada” and 
sent directly to the-Post Office De- 
partment, Philatelic Section, Fi- 
nancial Branch, Ottawa 4, Ont., 
Canada. Orders for the stamp in 
selected mint condition may now 
be sent to the Philatelic Section 
and the orders will be filled and 
returned at the earliest possible 
date after October 9. 

Remittances should be made by 
means of postal money order or 
bank draft in Canadian funds, pay- 
able to the ‘“‘Receiver General of 
Canada’”’. Patrons from countries 
other than Canada or the United 
State should forward remittances 
by means of an_ International 
Money Order. Postal Notes cannot 
be accepted. If cash is sent, it 
should be in a registered package. 
Postage stamps are not acceptable 
as_a remittance. ‘ 

Plate number blocks will only be 
supplied from the Philatelic Sec- 
tion of the Department with orders 
for these stamps in mint condition. 
100 stamps, a full pane, must be 
ordered for each plate number
